BERLIN, Sept. 22.—The publication of 
j the Emperor frederick’s diary ia cvery- 
where recegnized aa an event of the great- 
1 est vational importance. Official and politi- 
cal circles, however, that are intimately 
versed on the innermost history of the con- 
struction cf the empire have been astounded 
by the publication, while the whole (ier. 
man people are stirred to their depths by 
revelations which show the real greatness 
of the deceased Emperor Frederick, his in- 
fluence in creating the empire and his noble 
aims for its future. Extracts of the diary 
were communicated to the Deutsche Rund- 
schau through the Baden statesman, Baron 
von Roggenbach, who was long an intimate 
friexzd ot the late Emperor and was much 
with him during his illness at San Remo. 
Baron Roggenbach, it seems, had 
the assent of the Empress Victoria to tne 
publication of the extracts, but neither 


William was consulted. It is, therefore, 
thought probable that the pablication will 
have some startling results as affecting the 
personages concerned in the revelatioas. It 
is significant that the North German 
j Gazette (Bismarck’s organ) has aot yet men- 
tioned the diary.. The National Zeitung 
con:plains of the indiscretion of the publica- 


While the sensi-official press condemn the 
publication, the progreasist Papers are ex- 
ultant. The Vuossiche Zeitung ealls the 
diary a political Jegacy deserving to be 
treasured by the German people, to be the 
touchstone for politics in the future. 
These brief inemoranda are werth more to 
history, it says, than many other soverei 
entire reign. ‘‘Haé@ nothing become known 
of these notes,” says the Vienna 
Freie Presse, “but Emperor Frederick's 
simple declaration that his uppermost 
thought after peace was Sbtained 
is how the liberal development of (cermany 
is to be carried cut, that alone would stamp 
the noble character of the Prince. A cruel 
fate prevented the carrying into effect of the 
enlightened programme of the government.” 

To-night's issue of the Boersen Zeitung is 
authority for a statement to the etfect that 
in 1873 Crown Prince Frederick William 
caused twelve copies of the diary to be 
taken by copperplate process, and presented 
copies to persons specially enjoying his con. 
fidence, requesting the recipients to take 
particular care not to permit the diary to be 
published until fifty years should have 
elapsed. Athis death the piates were de- 
stroyed.
